Representatives of the Special Security Center 
are in daily contact with DIA on special security 
cutral system matters involving security policy, 
security surveys, certification of access approvals 
and the establishment of special ayatern. control 
conters throughout the world. In the course of 
these contacts DIA has been fully responsive and 
hivhly coeperative. DIA bas aleo Teadliy accepted 
security policy guidance and quickly pul such guid- 
ance inte practice. 


db. Security Com: re of UGLE. 
The DLA hae been particularly beneficial in 


facilitating the consideration of security policy 
matters involving inteHigence components af Defense. 
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Thia expecially concerns thoee matters before the 
Security Committes of UES. DIA, dy serving ae 
the focal point for Defense Commiitee }' embers, 
has agatsted grestiy tn reeciving internal Defensc 
problems and presenting unified Defense positions. 
This bane avoided the extensive open commitice 
@isevesions with each of the Defense Miermbers 
which were peceseary in the pest. lt le contemplated 
that the role of DIA in this regard wili be enhanced 
im the future and be of aven greater significance and 
aselatance. 


DIA has aleo been of invaluable aasistance in 
ensuring the uniferr: boplemestation of coramunity 
eecurity policy matters within Defense. DIA bas 
further been of ausiatance in coordizating with 
Defense the brvestigation of unauthorised disclosures 
which concern Defense components.
